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People Play a Vital Part in Our Forest Fire Problems 


A review of the 1953 fire season proves the vital part people 
play in the never ending battle to prevent forest fires. 


In this fire district there were 133 fires in 26 of the district’s 
30 towns; 409 acres were burned over and it cost $9499.97 to 
extinguish them. The figure was reduced somewhat through pay- 
ment of fire costs by persons responsible for illegal fires, fires 
which escaped from control and fires caused by their careless- 
ness. Costs were abnormally high this year due to protracted 
periods of dry weather which increased the difficulty of extin- 
guishing fires. 


Fighty-eight percent of the 133 fires were man-caused and 
could have been prevented. They tell a story which needs to be 
carefully studied. Some people were careless, in disposing of 
smoking material and camp fires; others bumed without the re- 
quired warden permit — disregarding weather, forest conditions 
and normal safeguards recognized and considered by the warden 
in issuing permits. Other fires resulted from children playing 
with matches, carelessly handled fireworks, faulty railroad and 
truck equipment, etc. 

These fires cost a lot to extinguish, most of which could have 
been avoided — this affects taxes; local business was inter- 
rupted by men leaving their jobs to extinguish the fires; trees 
that might otherwise have built houses, repaired bridges and 
supplied raw materials for local industries were destroyed; 
seedling growth — the future timber crop was wiped out. 


This picture can, however, be reversed if people who offend 
could be impressed with the importance of observing the simple 
but essential common sense safeguards that will prevent forest 
fires. They are: 

1. Care in disposing of lighted cigars, cigarettes and matches 

in and near woodlands. 

2. Care in selecting camp fire sites and completely extin- 

guishing them. 

3. Consultation with the local forest fire warden before bum- 

ing to secure the required permit. .

At the last Annual School District Meeting a Building Com- 
mittee was elected to carry on a survey in regard to combining 
all the elementary school children of Newbury in one school. 
The Committee had several meetings in which various pos- 
sibilities were discussed but the unanimous opinion. was that 
the present Newbury School should have an addition. 

Mr. Goubert, a summer resident and practicing architect, vol- 
unteered to draw up some plans which would reflect the thinking 
of the Committee. Mr. Goubert did draw up a sketch of a possible 
change in the Newbury school. In the sketch he added a class- 
room to either side of the school and converted the present 
classroom into a lunch room and play room. The Building Com- 
mittee held a meeting to discuss the sketch. Mr. Paul Farnum 
of the State Department of Education was present to assist the 
Committee. Several changes were made in Mr. Goubert’s plan 
and’ I was authorized to have some new prints made to include 
the changes. 

These prints are now available and estimates are being sol- 
icited from several different contractors so that we will have an 
idea of how much the new building will cost and how much money 
will have to be raised. Because a Capital Reserve Fund has 
been voted for six years, there is some money already available 
with an additional amount possible from the sale of the South 
School. Having previously budgeted $750 a year for Capital 
Reserve means that the increase in the budget this year for an 
addition to the school will be that much less. You have been 
paying for your building program. 

If a bond issue is to be voted, there are three definite ar- 
ticles that should be in the warrant. The first is to vote to build 
an addition to the Center School; the second is to appropriate 
a sum of money to build the addition; and the third to authorize 
the School Board to issue bonds for the amount of money needed 
in excess of the Capital Reserve and the sale of the other school 
building. The third article, of course, is the important one be- 
cause that is the one to actually raise the money. It is also im- 
portant because, under the provisions of the Municipal Bond 
Statue, in order to carry the article, two-thirds of the voters 
present and voting must vote in favor of it. 

The school situation in Newbury is good and uniting the two 
schools cannot help but to improve it. | have enjoyed my work 
in Newbury. The cooperation of the parents, teachers and board 
has been excellent.
